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Himalaya; plants are 4.5-5.2 mm widex3-4cm long, pale greenish brown ; the 
leaves are remote or loosely imbricate, and the dorsal lobes 1.2-1.3 mm wide 
X 1.0-1.2 mm long and the ventral lobes 1.8-2. 3 mm wide x 2.0-2. 4 mm long; 
the teeth oh leaf-margins are mostly unicellular (but sometimes 2-3-celled 
at the basal margin of ventral leaf-lobes), and 15-18x30-55 (2.0-3.1 times 

as long as wide); the leaf-cells are 15-23x15-25 ^ at middle portion, with 
medium sized, triangular, acute trigones; the gemmae are very rare, on the 
apices of leaves near shoot apex, 2-celled, pale brown, 20-25 x 13-16 /u. 
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
